RAILWAY HEAD ONE OF 12 HURT 
IN GEORGIA TRAIN WRECK 


Seven Cars Derailed; One Plunges 
20 Feet From Trestle, 14 Miles 
From Atlanta. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Dec. 11 (AP).— 
Twelve persons, includiing the 
Southern Railway’s president and 
general manager, were injured yes- 
terday when seven cars of the rail- 
way’s passenger train, the Ponce 
de Leon, were derailed about 14 
miles south of here. 

E. E. Norris of Washington, head 
of the road, suffered a broken leg 
and scalp lacerations as his private 
car dropped about 20 feet off a 
trestle into a dry creek bed. O. G. 
Keister, general manager, of Knox- 
ville, Tenn., suffered a broken arm. 

Railroad officials said they had 
not determined the cause of the 
wreck. The observation coach and 
a second private car also over- 
turned. Three sleeping cars and 
a diner were derailed. Three other 
railroad executives were injured in 
the wreck, along with five passen- 
gers and two porters. None was 
reported in serious condition.

Before his dismissal, charges by 
Chadsey were read to him, but he 
has been unable to obtain a copy 
of the charges, he said, although 
one was promised him. To the 
best of his recollection, he said, 
they dealt only with his issuance 
of a permit for filling station tanks 
at the southwest corner of Des 
Peres avenue and Delmar voule- 
vard. 

“I frankly admit I made an 
oversight or mistake on that,” he 
continued, “but it is the only case 
I know of where I should have 
sent an application on to the Board 
of Public Service and did not do 
‘so. The only error was in not de- 
termining the lapse of time since 
a previous station was on the lot.” 

Another element in the case was 
the fact that the site was less than 
250 feet from the Wabash Railway 
Delmar Station, he explained, add- 
ing that by an alternate legal 
method of calculation it would be 
possible to complete the filling sta- 
tion by splitting, off a small front 
triangle of the lot into separate 
ownership.

MEXICO CITY, Dec. 11 (AP).— 
A project for industrial develop- 
ment of Mexico involving an initial 
outlay of as much as $100,000,000 
has been formulated by a group of 
United States bankers, it was re- 
ported last night by John A. Has- 
tings, former New York State Sen- 
ator. 

Hastings, speaking as\the bank- 
ers’ representative, said the plan 
still was in the “embryonic” stage. 

He emphasized that no agree- 
ments had been reached with the 
Mexican Government but added 
that conference with Government 
officials in recent weeks gave him 
“reason to believe” the plan would 
go through. 

President Manuel Avila Camacho 
offered encouragement for foreign 
investors in Mexican industry when 
he said in his inaugural address 
Dec. 1 that “law-abiding” foreign 
investors would receive full pro- 
tection. 

Mexicans saw as fields for in- 
vestment by United States inter- 
ests principally mining enterprises 
and plants for the assembly of ag- 
ricultural and other mechanical 
equipment manufactured in the 
United States. 

Hastings, George Creel of Cali- 
fornia and several other American 
business men have been here for 
several months developing details 
of their project. 
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During the term of President 
Lazaro Cardenas which ended Dec. 
1 the Mexican Government came 
into conflict with United States 
business interests and other for- 
eign investors by expropriating for- 
eign-owned oil properties.
